BIRD VIEWS SCHOOL IMPROVEMENTS 


Th e breaking of a watermain at the 
corner of Second and Vine streets at 
noon today, while the fire pressure 
was on hurled the pavement into the 
air like a volcanic eruption, under­ 
mined the street for an indetermin­ 
able space and stopped traffic over 
the main line of the Burlington. 
O w in g to a fire in the La Crosse 
Baking com pany’s plant, the fire pres­ 
sure was turned on at the pumping 
station, and almost immediately the 
"aterm ain which runs along aecond 
street hurst.

It was impossible to turn off the 
water while the fire lasted and as a 
result the entire corner was under­ 
mined, the pavement being held lip 
by the concrete foundation. 
It is as 
\ ct impossible to determine the extent 
of the damage. 
T h e basement of the 
Milwaukee 
house was flooded as were other base­ 
ments in the vicinity. 
President Beckwith and 
Commis- 
rioner Roberge of the hoard of public 
works went to the scene immediately 
and summoned the new pumping en­ 
gine which is being used to take out 
the water. 
It is expected the cavity 
will he cleared of water by tonight. 
T h e Burlington noon passenger was 


flagged in time to prevent a serious 
accident. 
Passengers for La Crosse 
were permitted to leave the train at 
Pine 
street, 
and 
it 
then 
proceeded 
back to Grand Crossing, and around 
the city on its w ay southward by way 
c f the bluff tracks. 
The Burlington at once sent a crew 
of fifteen men to the scene, together 
with two carloads of cinders, which 
will be used in filling np the cavity as 
soon as the break is repaired and the 
water is pumped out. 
President Beckwith of the board of 
public works was unable to estimate 
the damage this afternoon.

will repair it at once and trains can 
probably be run over the tracks there 
by tomorrow.
